‘THE BOOK OF SMALL’’ 


(By Emily Carr)

As far back as “Small” could remem 


ber, “Father’s place was all made and 
in order’. That was because she was 
born in Victoria, B. C., and didn’t re- 
member the trip around the Horn to 
the New Land, or the building of the 
house in 1863. “Small” was Emily’s 
childhood name... Emily Carr author 


of “Klee Wyck”, and winner of the 
Governor-General’s award for fon- 


fiction in 1941, now late in life writing 
of Canada as few have written before. 

Father moves through the kook, 
busy with his cane, “to swish things 
out of the way”. He doesn’t swish 
Emily out of the pages, however, and 
we know he wouldn’t wish to do s0, 
for it must have been Emily who most 
often brought the rare ‘twinkle’ ’to 
his eyes. 

“Father was a_ stern straight man, 
straight legs and shoulders, straight 
side-trim to beard, the ends of which 
were straight-cut across his chest. | 
From under heavy eyebrows his look 
was direct though once n a rare while 
a little twinkle forced itself through. 
Everyone in the family whizzed a- 
round Father as a top around a peg.” 

Here is a_ story of Victoria in the 
eighties with every possibility of that 
rich canvas realized the physical con- 
tours of the town in its early develop- 
ment (‘Victoria was like a lying-down 
cow chewing”); Emily’s own family, 
all the animals and “creatures” she 
loved, Mothers callers, the Bishop, and 
lesser strata; Bong, the Chinese help, 
and Mary, the Indian wash-woman | 

We go by Father’s stcre, where the 
glass jars held sample English sweets 
The labels said they were pure, whole- 


some and English. We come upon 
the Cathedral, the Saloons and Road. 
houses. 


Emily’s elder sister, driving out in 
style, was mortified to find her new 
horse had had a master who expected 
it to stop at every Roadhouse. 

The streets had no particular plan. 
“Cows’ hooves hardened the mud into 
twisty lanes in their meanderings to 
and fro. People just followed the 
cows’ footsteps.” It was a drove of 
cattle on Fort St. which brought ‘about 
Small’s rescue through one of the 
doors which said ‘Bar’ and ‘Parlour’ 
into the interior of a saloon and gave 
her quick-sighted eyes a chance to 
make an inventory, “I was in a saloon 
at last.” Like so many forbidden 
fruits, the experience proved disap- 
pointing, 

Writing of places and people of an- 
other time, the author recreates a 
other world for us. Adults, whose 
memories reach back to the eighties, 
will live again with “Small’’ the sign- 
ificance of Sunday, and the Saturday 
preparations for it. ‘All our Sundays 
were exactly alike. They began on 
Saturday night.” 

Memory will fill in the picture. 
Prayers in bed were a special conces- 
sion to open pores and then “we cud- 
dled down and tumbled very comfort- 
ably into Sunday.” Sunday was from 
7.00 a m, and Father’s “Rise up! Rise 
up! children,” until 9.00 p.m. or there- 
abouts when “Pouf! out went Sunday 
and the candle.” It was a rigorous 
schedule softened a little by a walk 
with Father and Mother over the ten 
acres in the afternoon. 

“Father was proud, thinking as he 
looked across the beautiful place that 
he had made it out of wild Canadian 
land. He thought how splendidly 
Iunglish he had made it look. It was 
us though Father had buried a tremen-

and it had rooted and sprung up Enz- 
lish, There were hawthorn lLedges- 
primrose banks ard cow-pastures with 
shruberries.” 

If Sunday regimented behaviour, 
week-days were another’ matter. 
Here, throvgh the medium of a child's 


uncanny discernment, we see the pat- 


tern of life in pioneer Victoria .... 
Mrs. Crane, an inimitable portrait; 
Mrs Lewis, whose stories jumped so 
sharply out of her mouth she «almost 
lost her breath in the telling of them. 
We got to the regatta, the Langley’s 
picnic where Emily shamed her older 
sister “right through”. 

Words are a powerf:il, evocative 
medium, when an artist uses them 
with imagination. Emily Carr, in her 
two sketches “White Curants’, and 
“The Orange Lily,” writes with  4is- 
turbing felicity. Grown-ups, with 
blunt-toed perceptions, must walk war- 
ily in this child’s world. 

This is a book for adults, a skillful 
transmutation of a child’s knowing: 
ness and quick sensibility, into a rich 
and mature experience for the reader. 


Here are the unchanging tenets of re 
ality, refreshment for mind and spirit 
in a War-scarred World.
